Studies and confer- 
ences pertaining to a similar exchange of technical 
cryptographic information to facilitate communication 
among the American Army on the one side and the RAF and 
the British Army on the other side in all echelonB 
have been in progress for about three moftthfe, and will 
be completed very soon. If Interchange of similar 
material appears to be more advanoed between the British 
Navy and the American Navy, it is because actual inter- 
communication between these two services has been 
necessary for a much longer period of time.
